The one big case in District Judge 
McKinsey’s court this week was that 
of J 
V. Primly and his brother-in- 
law, 
Will Dickson against W. R. 
Pickle 
and 
Dr. Liles to 
recover 
money alleged to have been faudu- 
lently taken from them in a trade in 
which a number of West Texas mares 
and fillies were traded by Prunty and 
Dickson to Pickle and Liles for land 
in Hopkins county. 
Attorneys Mc­ 
Murray and Gettys represented Mes­ 
srs. Prunty and Dickson, while Hon. 
A. C. Owsley and Mr. O ’Bryan of 
Denton represented 
Messrs, 
Pickle 
Dr. and 
Mrs. Prunty swore 
they 
had visited 
the land in 
Hopkins 
county, and that it was not what 
Pickle had represented it to be; 
that 
it was run down and of little value, 
not more than ten or twelve acres in 
cultivation, 
They stated the house 
on the land was of a cheap kind, and 
that the land was not fenced. 
Dr. 
Prunty and Mr, Dickson stated on 
the stand that the horses traded to 
Mr. Pickle for the land were twos, 
threes, fours and eights in 
ages; 
that they were sound, range horses, 
and easily worth from $40 to $75 a 
head. 
Mr. Pickle and three or four 
men who qualified as judges of stock, 
swore the stock traded Mr. Pickle 
ranged in ages from to two twenty 
years; that they were as 
wild as 
March hares, and absolutely worth­ 
less for domestic purposes. 
Other 
witnesses swore they had been on the 
land in Hopkins county and that it 
was good farming 
land, forty-five 
acres of the eighty-nine being in cul­ 
tivation. 
These witnesses stated that 
the land 
was 
fenced and that the 
house was a neat country cottage. 
The great difference in opinion and 
statements of the witnesses created 
laughter in the court room and it was 
necessary for the judge to call for 
order several times.

of the family. 
Surely our citizens are waking up 


ere this. 
The shocking tragedy of 
week before last on our streets that 
eame so near proving fatal to two of 
our townsmen! 
Was there a moth­ 
er's heart untouched in all the re 
gions round about us, when the news 
went out? 
It was all because of 
drink. I fs enough to stir the heart 
of every christian man and woman to 
make us lay claims to our rights. 
W e’ve been fearing 
some terrible 
things would be the outcome of the 
situation. 
Will our men longer hesitate? Not 
only one or two homes were made 
sad by the terrible tragedy mentioned 
but we are sure that the many moth­ 
ers’ hearts went out in sympathy to 
our dear friends who were subjected 
to such grief on account of the sad 
occurence 
The awfulness of the situation has 
been demonstrated. 
Is there not a 
remedy, and if so, let us have it ap­ 
plied speedily. 
We feel that we 
rightfully claim the sympathetic co­ 
operation of every true citizen in the 
community. 
W h a t shall we do? The 
dictionary defines law as “ a rule es­ 
tablished by recognised authority to 
define ooligation and enforce justice” 
Our country might be expected to ex­ 
hibit supreme reverence for law, but 
James Bonoin his ‘ American Com­ 
monwealth,” shows that it is in the 
United States, where the people make 
the laws, more than elsewhere in the 
civilized 
world, 
that 
the 
people 
break the la w s. 
It is a mistake to 
assume that the most culpable law­ 
breakers in a town or city are the in­ 
mates of the jail or the managers of 
gambling rooms and liquor shops. 
Primarily, the business of govern­ 
ment, whether state, city or county, 
is to preserve order and enforce ju s­ 
tice. 
All governmental activities re­ 
late to civil and criminal business, 
the former part being much larger 
than the later. 
As misdemeanors re­ 
quiring the administration of crimi­ 
nal law belongs to three classes of 
offenses. 
1st, Crime against proper- 
2nd, Crime against persons, and 3d, 
3d, Crime against public 
morals. 
Why is it that the first two classes of 
crime are almost invariably prevent­ 
ed or punished by prompt action of 
public officials? 
Against these first 
two classes of crimes women do not 
have to circulate petitions, praying 
public officials to enforce the laws. 
What is the cause of this? 
Where 
men disregard law and personal a p ­ 
peal and make it their daily occupa­ 
tion to exploit passions, appetites 
and human frailties not sparing even 
the inexperienced and young, it be­ 
comes christian citizens 
to invoke 
laws and courts and to obtain such 
expert assistance it is required to 
make their work and money most ef­ 
fective in convictions and general re 
medial results. 
Individual appeal to 
honor and h e lp fu l ess is always in 
order and sometimes is more potent 
than coercion. 
However, when men 
selfishly and unlawfully commit daily 
havoc in a community and will riot 
desist on request, it is proper to let 
them feel the strong arm of tile law. 
We believe th at in any town or city it 
is possible to unin enough units of 
the press and church, government 
and citizen s to defeat any form of o r ­ 
ganized vice.

A MEMORABLE ECLIPSE. 


When the Sun W as Totally Obscured 
In This Country In 1806. 
The most remarkable eclipse of the 
•un witnessed In the United States in 
the centuries since its discovery took 
place on June 16, 1806. 
There were 
eclipses previous and since then, but 
that of 1806 is re garded by astrono­ 
mers as the most memorable of all, 
that of Aug. 7, 1869, being the next in 
grandeur and interest. 
The eclipse of 1806 was to be seen 
ever all parts of North America. 
Tor- 
tuuately toe day was a remarkably 
fine one, scarcely a cloud being visible 
In any part of the heavens. The sun’** 
entire sn rf i 1 was covered at twenty - 
seven minutes and thirty seconds past 
l l o’clock. 
James Fenimore Cooper, the novel­ 
ist, though Ult a youth at the time of 
the eclipse, was so enthusiastic un ob­ 
server of the spectacle that twenty-five 
years after the event he wrote a mi­ 
nim* account of what he saw and how 
he felt during the wonderful occur­ 
rence. 
Mr. Cooper states that as he and 
other spectators in his company first 
discerned through their glasses the 
oval form of the moon darkening the 
sun’s light an exclamation of delight, 
almost triumphant, burst involuntarily 
from the lips of all. The people began 
gathering into the street. Their usual 
labors were abandoned, and all faces 
were turned upward. 
The noonday beat began to lessen, 
and there was something of the cool­ 
ness of early morning. 
Mr. Cooper 
further states that ‘’all living crea­ 
tures seemed thrown into a state of 
agitation. 
The birds were fluttering 
to and fro in great excitement. 
They 
seemed to mistrust that tills was not 
the gradual approach of evening and 
were undecided in their movements, 
Even the dogs became uneasy and 
drew nearer to their masters. 
“Every house now gave up its ten­ 
ants. 
As the light failed more and 
more with every passing second the 
children 
came flocking about their 
mothers in terror. 
The sun appeared 
like a young moon of three or four 
days oid. 
One after the other the 
stars came into view, which filled the 
spirit with singular sensations.” 
The general phenomena at all the 
places where the eclipse was com­ 
plete or nearly so wore the vacillation 
of the wind. the deep, strange shadow, 
the yellowish pink of the atmosphere 
in the west, the flickering and wavy 
appearance of the sun’s rays when the 
eclipse was at its height, the chilly 
feeling, the disturbance among the 
birde and fowls And the sight of cer­ 
tain planets with the naked eye.

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To the People of Texas and their Legislators Elect: 


This is a paid advertisement intended to give reasons why the present law of Texas relating to the tocorpo-* 
ration of oil companies should be amended so as to allow Texas corporations like those of other states to pursue all 
of the several branches of this single business. 


The Texas Company is engaged in purchasing, refining and marketing petroleum, and as a part of its busk 
ness owns and operates a system of pipe lines. 
It is incorporated under the laws of Texas and is handicapped se* 
riously by the inadequacy of its charter powers. 
It has no direct power to prospect for and produce crude oil. 
And as the law now stands it can obtain this power only by reorganizing and taking out a charter in some other 
state, thus becoming a corporation of that stale and ceasing to be a corporation of Texas. 


Heretofore the stockholders, by a separate producing organization, have borne the burden of obtaining the 
necessary crude supplies; and but for this arrangement the company could not have succeeded. 
This was workable 
when the organization was small and operations were on a narrow scale. 
But with the growth of the business 
and with varying and shifting stock ownership it has become subject to too many complications. 
The company i9 
now manufacturing in Texas and marketing in nearly every country in the world 
the various finished products of 
Texas crude oil. 
It now has more than 10,000 employees, and its stockholders number about 
4,000, including ap­ 
proximately 2,000 employees. 


The competitorsvof this company are engaged in all branches of the business. 
Two of its principal competi­ 
tors in Texas operate as limited partnerships or joint stock associations and therefore may pursue any business that 
an individual might pursue, the only restriction being such stipulations as the shareholders see fit to make among 
themselves. 
Another principal competitor is organized as a holding company, incorporated under the laws of 
another state, and owns the stock of three Texas corporations, one engaged in producing oil, another in refining 
and marketing, and a third in operating pipe lines, so that on the whole the stockholders have the benefit of aa 
organization which covers all branches of the business.

The statement Just made is not in criticism. 
The plan of including all branches of a single business is logical*1 
Moreover, as applied to the oil business it is universal in all of the oil producing states and in foreign countries, 
In practically every state of the Union, except Texas, a corporation of this kind has the charter power to pro* 
*. . 
duce oil.

And it may not be inappropriate to say further in this connection that the limitations which the law's of 
\r

' 
Texas place on the charter powers of The Texas Company do not stop at the boundaries of the state; they follow 
the company wherever it goes; they follow it into other states and foreign countries where its competitors carry 
on all branches of the business and where the state of Texas can not prevent them from doing so. 
If anywhere 
on the Globe this company should do an act in excess of its powers as defined by the laws of Texas its charter 
w'ould be subject to forfeiture.

Ko one would think of precluding a company engaged in the lumber business from going directly to the 
natural source of supply, taking timber leases or buying standing timber, and in that way acquiring its raw material. 
There as in the oil business the manufacturing merchant takes the raw or crude material and turns it into finished 
products. 
In each case the supply is limited as regards both locality and extent and the matter of obtaining sup­ 
plies of the particular kinds needed and obtaining them at the times when needed and in the places where needed 
is of supreme importance. 
The same thought may be applied to mining or any industry where the operator must 
lay out large sums in plant and marketing facilities and is not warranted in doing so unless he is to have a free 
hand in obtaining the raw material. 
Ile must be allowed to protect his investment, otherwise he is at the mercy 
of hostile forces and can be destroyed at their will or upon an event of chance. 
To exclude ar: oil company from 
taking leases and producing oil, and thereby require it to buy from those who may happen to have w'ells and pro­ 
duce some oil, would mean to any concern operating on a large scale precisely the same that it wmuld mean to the 
/H) 
owner of a sawmill if he should be prohibited from acquiring standing limber and required to buy his logs at re­ 
tail. 
And furthermore, as previously indicated, it is not a question of what might be ideal if we were at tho 
inception of this industry; the business has pitched itself along certain lines; and these lines are universal and 
world-wide. 


The posits n * f The Texas Company was fully explained to the last legislature, but there was opposition to 
the bill introdi: cd for its relief, and the matterwas delayed and finally crowded out near adjournment.
